The black spots on 
the cards will be circular, four-tenths of an inch in diameter, and 
the recruits must be able to count them with facility at twenty feet 
distance. 

2. Anomalies in the refraction of the eye—The principal ano- 
malies in the refraction of the eye are myopia, hypermetropia, and 
astigmatiem. These anomalies, if unaccompanied by disease of 
the eye, are not to be regarded as a cause for the rejection of a re- 
croit, unless they impair the vision to such a de as to prevent 
him from cuunting the test-epots descr: bed in the last paragraph at 
the distance named. 

Myopia (near-sightedness) is a refractive defect of the eye in 
which paralicl rays falling upon the cornea are brought to a focus 
before they reach the retina. 

tropia (over-sightedness) is a refractive defect of the 
eye in which parallel rays falling upon the cornea are not yet 
brought to a focus when they reach the retina. 

Astigmatism is a refractive defect in which when parallel rays 
fall upon the cornea they are not brought toa focus in the same 
plane for all the meridians of the eye. Thecharacter and approxi- 
mately the degree of these defects can be ascertained by the epecta- 
cles and test-types which will be issued for this pur » On re 
quisition to the medical officers, by the Surgeon-General of the 
Army. 

3. Tresbyopia is not a refractive anomaly, but a condition dae to 
a diminuti n in the accommodation of the eye, resulting from ad- 
vancing age.

ARMY EQUIPMENT BOARD. 


G, O. 76, H. Q. A., July 23, 1879. 


Publishes extract from the proceedings, embodying the 
conclusions, of the Board of cers convened by Special 
Orders of November 11, 1878, from this office, *‘ for the pur- 
= of considering the whole subject of intrenching knives, 
ntrenching bayonets, trowel bayonets, and intrenching tools 
for Army use, and also the equipment of troops generally,” 
together with the comments of the Chief of nee, the 

artermaster-General, and the General of the Army, and 

indorsement of the Secretary thereon. 

(The comments of the Chief of Ordnance, Quartermaster- 
General, the General of the Army, and the indorsement of 
the Secretary of War thereon were published in full in the 
Army AND Navy Journau of July 26, 1879, pp. 935-36-37. 
For synopsis of report of the Board, see Journnau of May 10, 
1879, pp. 717-18.--Ep. Journau. 

To carry out the recommendations of the General of the 
Army in accordance with the foregoing indorsement of the 
Secretary of War, the following orders and instructions are, 
with his approval, promulgated for the information and 
guidance of the Army : 

lst. Small Arms,—No immediate change is practicable in 
the musket, carbine, and pistol, but the Ordnance Depart- 
ment is ordered to continue to experiment, and private parties 
are —— to experiment toward a more perfect rifling 
and sighting of the barrels ; adapting to the usual musket a 
magazme tor five or seven extra cartridges in the breech ; 
shaping and yey the present ram or cleaning rod 
to uses of a bayonet or foil after the manner of Lieut. 
Zalinski, and the manufacture of a light but efticient knife or 
trowel for digging ground or other manifest uses. In due 
season the best conclusions will be reached. 

The Ordnance Department will also canse to be prepared a 
small supply of the multiball or buckshot cartridge for all 
arms, for use and further trial, and the sabre will be 
sharpened before issue and the scabbard modified accord- 


ingly. 

bd. Cavalry Equipments,—As the supply of equipments 
on hand becomes reduced, the Ordnance Department will 
conform to the several recommendations of the Board, to 
which end the samples selected will be deposited with the 
Chief of Ordnance, in Washington. The ‘*‘ McKeever” cart- 
ridge box will be habitually worn in garrison, and the 
“Unger” belt for field service. 1 

3d. Horse Equipments.—The large supply on hand will 
necessitate their use for some time to come ; but the Whitman 
saddle tree will be deposited with the Chief of Ordnance, 
and in future manufacture will be adopted as the model, 
with the hair girth and cincha strap. Bridle according to 
pattern. 

4th. In fantry Equipments..-No material change at present. 
The “ McKeever” cartridge box will be habitually worn in 
garrison, and the ‘“‘ Unger” belt in the field. Experiments 
will continue in the direction of the Hagner yoke and clothing 


bag. 

Sih. Clothing and Uniform.—No marked change in exist- 
ing patterns will now be sanctioned. The distinctive colors 
of cloth and familiar ornaments to distinguish the arm of 
service and the rank of the wearer must not be altered. 
The linings and facings of the overcoats will be made to con- 
form to the trimmings of the uniform. Helmets will be 
worn for all mounted troops and hats for foot troops. The 
Quartermaster’s Department will provide a reasonable 
quantity of fur coats and overshoes, and of the canvas 
overcoat described by the Board, the pattern of which will 
be deposited with the Quartermaster-General, for issue to 
troops in actual service at the extreme northern latitudes ; 
and in extreme southern latitudes in summer commanding 
officers are authorized to sanction, on duty, the blue flannel 
sack coat, white pants, and a straw hat ; the two latter must 
be bought out of the pay of the soldier of the local merchant 
or sr. Whenever the enlisted men wear such summer 
clothing the officers must in like manner conform. The dis- 
tinctive shoulder strap must always be worn on duty. After 
January 1, 1880, the cuff ornaments prescribed in General 
Orders No. 92, of 1872, will be discontinued. 

6th. Target Practice.—The Secretary of War has autho- 
rized the compilation by Colonel T. T. 8. Laidley, of the 
Ordnance, of a system which will embrace all instructions on 
this subject, with much additional information, which will 
in a short time be published for the use of the Army. Every 
l ble encourag t has been and will continue to be ex- 
tended to officers and soldiers to attain excellence in the care 
and use of the rifle, especially to become skillful marksmen, 
and to this end commanding officers of troops at posts, in 
the field, and on scouts are authorized to extend to their 
command the most liberal terms as to hunting, fishing, and 
field sports generally.

Will dispose 
of the eight hundred and twenty-nine half breeds 
mentioned in previous dispatches, unless otherwise di- 
rected. General Whistler arrived at Wolf Point yester- 
day with captured Indians—fifty-seven in all, under 
Short Bull. Intend to ship them down the river to Fort 
Lincoln on the steamer Sherman after she crosses the 
command. The guard can return to Keogh from Lin- 
coln. They say they had permission to go north for 
their relations, which is not believed. Please send 
orders to Fort Lincoln to have the escort relieved and 
directions regarding these prisoners. I will probably 
cross Gen. Whistler's command at Wolf Point, Major 
Baker’s at Peck, Major Gordon’s, Custer’s command, at 
mouth Musselshell. Cattle arrived to-day. No more 
grain wanted or rations except those ordered on Sher- 
man. Please send all communications by way of

They were sttanpling to cross the Missouri 
near Poplar Creek, and were endeavoring to move north 
to join Sitting Bull. Black Catfish, Chief of Yankton- 
ais, was ‘warned not to harbor these Indians, and has 
acted well in giving information of value. In order to 
dispose of these Indians safely and promptly, it is my 
intention to ship them on the first steamer goi wn 
the Missouri to Fort Bennett ; to give afew of the In- 
dian ponies to Black Catfish and his party, and return 
the remainder. These are the only hostiles I have re- 
ceived any information of being in this country. Gen. 
Whistler reports the band to consist of 57 In and 
about 100 pee, He is entitled to much credit for his 
energy and excellent management.

The message was signed O. E. Dunn, Second 
Artillery. Col. Mason transmitted the dispatch to Gen. 
Sheridan although believing it to be a canard. Gen. 
Sheridan replied, informing Col. Mason that the mes- 
sage was a hoax, for telegraphic communication to Fort 
Keogh was uninterrupted. The only explanation is 
that it was a silly joke perpetrated on the line of Fort 
Fetterman. There may have been some reason for be- 
lieving it, from the fact that there was a report that 
three hundred lodges of Sioux were on the way to sur- 
render at Fort Keogh.” :

Some idea of what one hundred dollars judiciously ex- 
pended will do now-a-days, in the way of repairing and im- 
proving public buildings, can be obtained by a visit to the 
left wing, or ome, officers’ quarters at the Brooklyn 
Marine Barracks, which have recently undergone a thorough 
overhauling and renovation.

RIFLE PRACTICE IN THE DIVISION OF THE 
PACIFIC. 

\ ‘AJ.-GENERAL McDOWELL, commanding the 
4 Division of the Pacific, has taken a new and im- 
portant step in rifle practice in G. O. No. 6, Dept. 
Pacific, which establishes a ‘‘ figure of merit ” for each 
company, and approves the report of the Board ap- 
pointed upon the subject. 

The National Guard of New York cannot but feel 
complimented to find that such a distinguished officer as 
Gen. McDoweE tt has adopted as “‘ figure of merit” for 
his troops in rifle practice the method ‘nitiated by them 
and published in Gen. Winearte’s Manual, the only 
changes being that the score required for a ‘‘ third- 
class ” man to qualify has been raised from 25 points to 
85, and the credit to be given forit from 10 to 15. In 
addition, marksmen making an average of 35 (70 per 
cent.) may, in the discretion of their commanders, be 
practiced at 300 yards standing and 600 in the prone po- 
sition, the riflemen of the Pacific evidently not being as 
enamored with the ‘‘ back position” as those in the 
Department of Texas. 

The establishment of this ‘‘ figure of merit ” will be 
welcomed by all interested in rifle practice, as affording 
a ready means of comparison between the shooting of 
the different portions of the Army, as well as between 
them and the practice of the National Guard of the dif- 
ferent States, the result of which cannot but be bene- 


The system reported by the Board of allowing a 
“handicap ” in distance at the several ranges so as to 
place the carbine on an equality with the rifle is ingeni- 
ous, and will probably work well in practice. The same 
result can hardly be expected from the plan of firing at 
scaled targets to represent the longer ranges when those 
distances cannot be obtained, as it is to be apprehended 
that the disturbing influence of light and wind being 
eliminated, those firing at the smaller targets will have 
an advantage. Yet it is probably the only way in 
which the difficulty existing in such posts as Alcatraz 
(where only a range of 300 yards is available) could be 
overcome. The recommendation of an increase of pay 
for marksmen is a wise one, and should be adopted by 
Congress. The wearing the marksman’s badge on the 
sleeve was tried in New York and abandoned for a 
bronze medal. 

The Board recommend for experiment the use 
of the Torren target, having a Creedmoor target upon 
its reverse side, and the adoption of the former if the 
result shows an improvement in the shooting. As 
misses, i. ¢., shots striking outside the Torren target, 
are signalled, this is hardly a fair test, for the essence of 
all target practice is that misses are unknown shots. 
Lieut. Torren’s targets show much study, and a paper 
setting forth their merits in glowing terms, and advanc- 
ing several new ideas on rifle practice, is annexed to 
the report of the Board. These targets are based upon 
the average ‘‘ mean absolute elevation ” of the Spring- 
field, and assume to show that the N. R. A. targets are 
not mathematically correct for all distances, if judged

- The Torren target for 200 yards is: Bull’s-eye, 5.50 
inches ; centre, 12.52 ; inner, 17.20, and outer, 19.54. 
The whole target is therefore 4.06 inches less in diame- 
ter than the ‘‘centre” on the Creedmoor targets. 

Those who are familiar with military rifle shooting 
upon a large scale, and especially with the rifle prac- 
tice of recruits and third class men in general, 
will be disposed to criticise these dimensions. 
The best team that has ever shot at Creedmoor has 
only been able to average centres at 200 yards. The 
U. 8S. Engineer teams, which scored highest in the 
last spring meeting of the N. R. A. in the 200 
yards match, made with the Springfield seven below 
centres, and the scores of the men in the competitions 
at San Francisco for places in the Division team were 
no better. 


The proportion of third-class men who can hit a 
target less than 13 inches in diameter at 100 yards, even 
in calm weather, is verysmall, and yet the first principle 
in their instruction is that the target must be large 
enough to enable a beginner to hit it somewhere, and to 
encourage him, by not making it too difficult to make a 
fair score ; constant misses giving no instruction and 
being most demoralizing. Thus the English Army 
target for practice up to 300 yards has a bull’s-eye 12x24 
inches. Even at Wimbledon where, in consequence of 
the adoption of ‘‘ any position,” at 200 yards the third 
class target was reduced to four feet square, the bull’s- 
eye is eight inches (having been increased this year from 
six inches, its former size, on account of the difficulties 
connected with the use of a smaller mark), the centre 12, 
and inner 24 inches in diameter. 

Lieut. Torrey, while supportinz his proposed reduc- 
tion in the size of the si... iuuage target by a com- 
parison with the N. R. A. mid range target 
(his target for 500 yards varying but little from 
a Creedmoor second class target, and at 600 yards 
being decidedly larger), seems, however, to overlook 
the vast difference between firing from a rest and off- 
hand, and, particularly, that the 100 and 150 yards ranges 
are used alone for those who are not marksmen. The 
fact that he is obliged to recommend that his targets 
should “‘ at the shorter ranges be placed upon large 
screens, so as to keep track of the misses,” also stamps 
them, in the view of the Creedmoor experts, as 
well as of those who are familiar with the 
shooting of the National Guard, as impracticable. 
If a shot upon a screen is to be considered in any way, 
the screen becomes a part of the target, they claim, 
and should have its dimensions defined and divided. 
The size of the Torren targets at ranges over 500 
yards is as much too large, they aver, as those under 
that distance are too small, the 600 yards target being 90 
inches in diameter, or 7} feet high, and that fur 1,000 
yards 231.8 inches, or nearly 20 feet high. 


The practical difficulties connected with targets of 
this description are unquestionably great. Three 
classes of targets are as many as can be conveniently 
handled upon a range. It would be difficult to mark or 
signal shots correctly, even upon a canvas target, when 
there is but # of an inch between the divisions, 
and upon an iron target it would be impossible. 
Neither when targets vary from 12 inches to 20 feet in 
height could iron slabs be used to make the different 
sizes of targets, as is now the almost universal practice. 
On the whole, without looking at the question in a 
mathematical or any way but a practical, common-sense 
one, the best course to be taken is, as previously sug- 
gested in the Journal, for the Army as well as the 
States, to use the targets of the N. R. A. without alter- 
ation. They are simple and as small as can be uscd 
with advantage for military practice and permit a com- 
parison of scores. 

If greater accuracy is desired, then the German ring 
target (which is practically string measurement) should 
be used. 

We fail to perceive the propriety of prescribing prac- 
tice at these or any other targets at 260 yards. It istrue 
that this is the ‘‘ battle range ” of the Springfield rifle. 
But does not that mean simply that that is the elevation 
at which the bullet will have the great dangerous space ? 
When the distance is unknown, as in battle, it may be 
well enough to use this elevation. But in target firing 
at known distances the same results would be obtained 
if the elevation was at 200 or 300 yards, with the advan- 
tage of having even distances. The true way, it is 
submitted, would be to have troops shoot from 100 to 





A target of different size is intended | 
to be used for each 100 yards. That for 100 yards (which |

400 yards with their sights set for the ‘‘ battle range,” 
and thus teach them how to adjust their aim for the dif- 
ferent distances, and to impress upon them how to shoot 
when uncertain of their distance. Ty d» this, how- 
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ever, a target of six feet high is required, as the battle 
range is based upon the height of a man. 

While the general principle advocated by Lieut. Tort- 
TEN Of training the soldier to shoot standing, kneeling 
and lying at al] distances is, to a certain extent, sound, 
as much cannot be said for the idea that each string 
of five shots should invariably be fired at all distances— 
‘* two lying, one kneeling, and two off-hand.” To make 
a fair average, or to enable a soldier to learn anything, 
at least five shots in each position he takes are required 
These may not necessarily be all fired at the same time 
or on the same day. But if only five shots are to be 
fired, let them be confined to one position. If more, 
then another may be tried. In fact, only occa- 
sional practice at the shorter ranges in either the kneel- 
ing or lying position is required, and it is still less 
necessary that men should shoot off-hand at the longer 
ones. 








THE MUSKET AND SPADE. 


Tue Fngineer, in an interesting article on this sub 
ject, refers tothe Turkish development of the power of 
field works in the Jate war, and the fact that while they 
carried large numbers of loose spades the Roumanian 
army actually marched to battle with a spade for every 
rifle shouldered. It argues that eyery infantryman 
should carry an intrenching tool as well as a musket, 
suggesting that the majority carry short shovels and a 
few steel digging forks to loosen the ground. It re- 
commends, too, that troops be exercised in covering 
themselves as rapidly as possible. It says: 


The pest of infantry fire in the field has becn enormously in- 
creased by the introduction of breech loading rifles, hence the 
value of cover is proportionately enhanced. If the fire is in- 
creased tenfold, the protecting — stops ten times the number 
of bullets. In fact, eventually the fire becomes irresistible, while 
the power of the parapet—which may be said practically to stop 
the whole of it if sandbags are properly ased- becomes supreme. 
We cannot perbaps be enid to have arrived at a zone of fire which 
is abeolutely irresistible against the attack of an indefinite number 
of determined men, when we have before us the inetance of the 
Russian guards at Gorni-Doubniak advanc'ng in & succcesion of 
rushes across the open ground swept by the Turkish infantry 
posted behind carthworks, when each place where the Ruesian 
lroops rested was marked by a line cf dead, so tha: eveninally the 
eurvivors ran desperately into the ditch in driblete, and there 
waited till a enfticient number of men were collected to storm the 
parapet. But this very case is almost the exception that proves the 
tule, for 4,000 Turke, half of whom withdrew before the Ruesians 
took the place, hud shot down 3,300 Russians. Morcover, had the 
ditch been either flanked, or, as in eome instances, manned, eo as 
to furnish a second line of fire, success would have been imposei- 
ble. Starting then with the idea that the fire of infantry armed 
with breech loading small arme posted behind cover is not to be 
braved except at ruinous eacrifices, we sec that the use of earth- 
works must henceforth be greatly extended. In fact in the Ameri- 
can war, when breech loaders were only feeling their way into use, 
we find arm:es manceuvring to find a weak peint or to outflank each 
other, while constantly keeping lines of earthworks to protect them- 
selves from a front attack. Sherman and Johneton’s etruggie is a 
striking instance of this. An attacking army may use them to en- 
able half its men to be detached for some outflanking operation ; 
an army on the defence, to render the front’attack of greater num- 
bers impossible, and to stop an attack from any quarter with 
comparatively few men. But, however used, the principle is the 
same, earthworks, where defenied, can scarcely be approached 
acroges open ground. Naturally the principle is much more strik- 
ingly illustrated in the Franco-German war. At Spichern and at 

oerth the Germans were suffering enormous losses, reserves were 
brought up, and matters strained to a ecrious degree and the Ger- 
mans were in a critical condition, when the successful issue of a 
turning movement carried thedsy. At Gravelotte the German loss 
was immenee. and the front attack of the guards against St. Privat 
may be said to have failed, when the success of the Saxons against 
the French right enabled a concentrated fire on the village of St. 
Privat, whose houees and walis crumbled under it and rendered its 
occupation by the French a deeperate matter. Even then the Ger- 
mans only carricd the. village by advancing their attacking columns, 
while the artillery played over their heads until they actually en- 
tered the village ; in other words, entered the space which their 
own guns were playing upon. Whether we turn, then, to the 
Franco-German or the Rueso-Turkish war, we find the same fact 
confronting us in various shapes. The Germans are mowed down 
in thousands at Spichern, at Woerth, and at Gravelotte; the French 
are unable to break even the long and attenuated cordon round 
Parie, the Russians finally fail, after the loss of 30,000 men, to carry 
Osman Pasha’s position at Plevna, and Suleiman Pasha ruins the 
fortunes of Turkty by persistently and hopelessly driving hie 
troops against the Russian lines in the Shipka. Surely here is evi- 
dence enough on every side to convince the most sceptical that 
armies must take’to.epades whenever they are brought to anything 
like astand, ‘The advantage appears to be wholly on the side of 
the army on the defence, but this is not altogether so, for, as we 
have eaid, Sherman utilised lines to protect himeelf from counter 
attack, and, 20 to speak, to invest the front of his enemy with a 
small proportion of his troops, while he turned his flank with the 
rest he principle, thongh on the whole in favor of the defence, 
may be acted on by both armies. During the Rueso-Turkish war 
the Russian infaniry, at the expense of great sacrifice, carried posi- 
tions, and made successful advances for hours, and yet had even- 
tually tu fall back under the preseure of continued fire and counter 
attack. In some cases the troops had been served out with a pro 
portion of entrenching tools, but had, during the course of a long 
action, relinquished the spade for the rifle, which at the moment 
of advance was very natural; hence the troops in despair tore up 
the vineyards with their hands, or dug steps in — of ditches 
with their bayonets. So general a necessity as immediate entrench- 
ment must be met in a general way. It is far better for cach man 
to carry a spade, which may appear in itself a feeble tool, but 
which enables every Sghting man to protect his own life and hold 
his ground at a crit cal moment, than to trust to proportions and 
reliefe. Every man to dig for tis life for a short time is generally 
the order needed to hold » captured position. As to the aitack, 
success may be attained by a turning movement, otherwise it ap- 
pears to us as if two courses were almost necessary in an extreme 
case, both of them rather startling and novel, to give any hope of 
success. The first is the continuance of a cruahbing artillery fire 
during the advance of the infantry, until the advancing troops ac- 
tually enter the zone of fire. Great accuracy and watchfulness on 
the part of the artillery is necessary, but many men may be killed 
by their own supporting artillery, and yet enormons len of life 
saved by the enemy’s infantry being kept from the defending | a- 
rapets up !o the last moment. This would generally mean an at- 
tack on a limited area, and a very concentrated and carefully con- 
ducted artillery fire. The other alternative is a night attack. 
This is specialiy available against an infantry defence. Gune can 
be fired by battens and chalk marks, and other contrivances on any 
desired line at night; but infantry fire becomes wild indeed in the 
dark. Doubtless the Torkish fire was very destructive when very 
little aim was taken; but this is chiefly true of the distant fire, and 
this the men of a night attack might altogether escape. The elec- 
tric light farninhes the means of pouring local light, if suddenly 
desired, on any spot, but this may be utilised perhaps better by 
the attack than defence. Troops may often marched over 
chosen tracks in column at night, and matters much assisted there- 
by. ——? at night generally have ended in confusion 
ada failure, but without practice nothing elee could ke looked for, 








Practice will effect much more than is generally known. We may 
instance the case of an officer of Bengal cavalry who tried the ex 

timent, and brought his men from a state of blind confusion 
nto one of confidence and efficiency. This is a matter, then, that 
deserves to be taken up in carnest, while the entire question of 
the use of spades merits thorough investigation; and in some form 
or other spades might, we believe, be universally adopted. Two 
excellent gold medal essays on this subject have just been oe a 
out in the “ Proceedings” of the !.ondon United Service Institu 
tion—one written by an artillery officer, Captain Clayton, the other 
by a Royal Engineer, Major Fraser. The gunner adds “that we 
cannot trust to entrenchmonts to atone for inferiority of qua'ity or 
of numbers,” and the engincer that * the preparing power of artil- 
lery, when opposed by entrenchments, would appear to be less 
than was thought.” 











THE CADET MIDSHIPMEN AT HARTFORD. 


Tue following extract from the Hartford Courant of 
August 11, we understand to be from the pen of General 
Hawley. We reproduce it with pleasure in our columns, 
not only on account of its intrinsic interest, but because 
those most competent to judge consider that it will be of 
great benefit to the midshipmen to have this break of 
ten days in their annual summer cruise established as a 


regular thing for them : 

The first class of cadets of the United States Naval Acade- 
my is out on the annual summer cruise for instruction and 
health. During their four years at the academy they are 
very closely confined within the walls of the grounds at An- 
napolis, and, delightful as the place is. it must be somewhat 
irksome. Moreover, they in great measure fail to get the 
advantages of inspections of shipyards and great manufacto- 
ries, which would be valuable to them professionally. So it 
was a very agreeable and useful thought on the part of their 
officers which permitted them to take a run ashore last week. 
The United States steamers Mayflower and Standish came to 
New Haven Friday morning, and Lieutenant Commander 
Folger and Lieutenants Miller and Payne, with sixty cadets, 
visited the Winchester Arms and Cartridge works Friday af- 
ternoon, returning to the ships at evening. Saturday morn- 
ing they came to Hartford and examined the ingenious ma- 
chinery and various manufactures at the Colt Armory, 
especially the new models of the Gatling gun, which was 
fired at the rate of forty shots per second and dissected for 
their benefit. They were very lively and curious everywhere 
and ready with their note books and sketch drawings of new 
things. They dined at the Allyn house at 1.45, ran up to 
Springfield and spent a busy afternoon at the Armory and 
Arsenal, returning to New Haven. To-day they visit the 
Union Metallic Cartridge company’s works at Bridgeport. At 
2 P.M. the vessels sail for Newport. 

The cadets make an exceedingly favorable impression. 
They are drilled as infantry at Annapolis as well as in naval 
tactics, are taught dancing and thoroughly trained in gymnas- 
tics. Their physical health and training appear in the grace 
and ease of their movements, and courtesy of manners is 
considered indispensable to their profession. 

That the duties and requirements of the naval officer have 

reatly changed since the introduction of steam every- 
Bod knows. The cadet engineers at Annapolis are a 
distinct class, and they have before had special facilities 
granted them for examiniug mechanical establishments. But 
the naval officer proper absolutely must fully comprehend 
the steam engine and the motive apparatus of his ship ia 
full, or in decisive moments he will be at the mercy of subor- 
dinates, who, on their side, are necessarily ignorant of the 
straits to which the ship’s commander may be driven. More- 
over, the modern ship-of-war is full of mechanical devices, 
increasing in number and complexity yearly—the improved 
small arms and heavy guns and their handling included—and 
the better mechanic the officer becomes the more valuable 
he is as a fighter. It would be well for the Navy Department 
to extend the idea of Lieutenant-Commander Folger and his 
associates and make it a part of the duty, as it would be of the 
pleasure, of every practice cruiser. 

The regulations should make an allowance for the expenses 
of such excursions, but, as itis, the cadets pay their own bills 
off ship. However, the arrangements were such that the 
charges for this trip were small. 








A CORRESPONDENT Of the Toronto (Ont.) Globe, who 
is travelling with the Canadian mounted police, was 
very much astonished, on his first introduction to the 
Indians at Fort Berthold, to find, as he reports, ‘‘some 
few of these people wore no clothes; some carelessly 
sported blankets, using them as a back ground to set off 
their dusky figures; the light and cheerful costume of 
some consisted merely of a pair of leggings, and some 
had clothed themselves with trousers cut in a very re- 
markable fashion. When the unmentionable garment 
is passed over to a warrior he cuts away all that part 
which might be soiled if he sat down on it, and wears 
the remainder with the air of a man who is pleased with 
hisown economy. Of the costume of the native ladies 
little can be said, because there was little to say any- 
thing about. Next day one of our fellows remembered 
that he had been told that a lady was well dressed when 
one couldn’t remember what she had on, and he has 
since maintained that he saw several squaws who ‘ filled 
the bill,’ and must therefore have been attired in per- 
fect taste.”

THE QUESTION OF UNIFORM. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: Referring to the Article in your issue of July 
26th—‘‘ The Question of Equipment ”—it,is the opinion 
of many officers that no radical change is necessary, but 
as a unit in the great whole the writer would like to put 
his views on record, and perhaps obtain the publication 
through your valuable paper of opinions of assent or 
dissent, throughout the Army, previous to the adoption 
of any of the recommendations, as it seems the whole 
subject is, at the present writing, in abeyance. 

The Whitman saddle is undoubtedly far superior to 
the McClellan for cavalry use, it being much lighter in 
weight, far more comfortable to ride in, and is fully as 
strong, and a better saddle in every particular. The 
Whitman halter bridle, in the opinion of the writer, can 
scarcely be surpassed in its advantages for a cavalry 
man, the bit being much superior to the heavy, cumber- 
some article in use, and the facilities for removin 
quickly from the horse’s mouth to allow of grazing an 
watering while on the march, should be recommenda- 
tion enough for its immediate adoption and issue to the 
cavalry. It is the best thing of the kind ever invented. 

From par. 30 to 38 Gen. Sherman’s remarks are emi- 
nently sound, and, it is thought, in accordance with the 
sentiments of a large majority of the officers of the 
Army. Let our present uniform remain in statu quo, 
as far as it goes, and for the sake of our wives, and sons 
and daughters, brothers and sisters, uncles and aunts, 
do not draw upon our limited stipend for more ‘‘ new 
uniforms.” The rap we got in 1872 on that particular 
hobby was hard enough, extremely hard on some. Gen. 
Sherman’s ‘‘disapproved” on par. 33, 35, 36, and 37, 
hits the nail onthe head every time—especially par. 35— 
collar ornaments to Union soldiers are, ‘and naturally 
must be, “ historically offensive.” Let collar ornaments 
- .” It is thought the General would have done 
the Army a lasting favor by “approving” and giving 
the sanction of the weight and authority of the War 
Department to par. 39. When commanding officers of 
posts give a tardy permission for the sweltering portion 
of humanity subject to their will to wear white trousers 
and straw hats, the permission, as a rule, only ex- 
tends to time ‘‘ off duty.” Now the summer uniform of 
white sack coat and white trousers, and either white straw 
hat or white cork helmet, is an absolute necessity in 
Texas, where the mercury will register 109 deg. in the 
shade at more than one post in July. The helmet would 
be the most soldierly looking, as every one who has 
taken the trouble to notice it, knows that after the men 
have worn straw hats a short time the hat looks dirty 
and slouchy, and military commanders have a special 
aversion to ‘‘slouchy” looking men. Again, the Gov- 
ernment promises to clothe the soldier. Clothing him is 
as much a part of the contract as paying and feeding, 
and giving him medical attendance, and it would not be 
the correct thing to force him to purchase white trousers 
or straw hats out of his private purse, which is light 
enough already, in fact so light that it is never seen. 
No, sir, with all due respect for the General's opinion, 
that ‘‘summer uniform” as laid down in par. 39, is 
sadly needed in the Army, and to tlie certain knowledge 
of the writer has been ay wished for by rank and 
file for many a year back, and ought to be adopted in 
General Orders from the War Department, and fixed so 
that it would not be left to the caprice, whim, or will of 
any commanding officer during the months of June, 
July, August, and September. The present uniform 
during the months named is simply killing. Let us have 
the ‘‘summer uniform,” please, and furnished by the 
Government to the men—not out of their own pockets— 
and that both officers and men be allowed to wear it at 
all times, both on duty and off, including officer of the 
day, dress parades, and inspections.

SUGGESTION OF A MONUMENT TO A NAVAL 
HERO. 


Zo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sm: Onthe 23d day of next September, one hun- 
dred years will have gone by since was fought that glo- 
rious and ever-memorable action between the Bonne 
Homme Richard and the Serapis, which turned the eyes 
of Europe on our infant Navy. Never was harder fight 
fought at sea. John Paul Jones conquered the Serapis 
with a sinking ship under him, and a crowd of discon- 
tented mongrels, I might say, for a crew. In other en- 
gagements the bulldog courage and tenacity of the 
crew, supplemented by the skill and encouragement ef 
the officers, have gained the day; but here the central 
figure was John Paul Jones, and to his bravery, firmness 
and perseverance is the victory alone to be attributed. 
Considering what that victory did for the cause of Ame- 
rican independence, Paul Jones deserves well of the 
American people. I am aware that there is a tendency 
of late to overdo centennial celebrations when every 
town that was the scene of a petty skirmish is loudly 
trumpeting its gorgeous cente celebration of the 
event, but I think that it is both fitting and just that 
some kind of a memorial should be erected to Paul 
Jones as a mark of the gratitude of the nation, and in 
commemoration of his great deeds, I, for one, being 
willing gladly to give my mite. 

I would suggest that some naval officer of rank re- 
ceive the subscriptions, and as I know enough could be 
collected, I would also suggest that the foundation stone 
be laid on the 23d of September next, the work pro- 


and I think that the entire amount could be raised in the 
Navy alone, were the project once bruited. 

I must say that it has always been a matter of very 
much surprise to me, the neglect displayed by the Ame- 
rican people of this really great man’s valuable services 
during the times that tried men’s souls. When the war 
for independence closed, the sum of his exploits was a 
large item on the balance sheet which exhibited the ac- 
count current of American heroism. He fought twenty- 
three battles on the sea; made seven descents on Great 
Britain or her colonies; snatched from her navy by 
conquest four large ships and many tenders, store ships, 
and transports; constrained her to fortify her home 
ports, to desist from cruel burnings in America, and to 
change her barbarous policy of refusing to consider cap- 
tured American seamen as prisoners of war, and tortur- 
ing them in prisons and prison ships as ‘‘traitors, pi- 
rates and felons.” 

Surely, Mr. Editor, all this deserves some fitting me- 
morial, and I hope you will lend the aid of your powerful 
journal to so worthy a cause. Any of the higher officers 
of the Navy would no doubt take the case in hand, and 
I think a monument in the Battery Park, New York, or 
anywhere those having the matter in charge would se- 
lect, would be an appropriate memorial. It should be 
Spery like the man himself, but worthy of him. Need 
I add that a very fitting inscription for the base would 
be, ‘* Vindicati maris America, Remunerator Strenuo 

‘indici.” Republics are often ungrateful; will you 
kindly help, so that next 23d of September may falsify 
that maxim, so far as concerns John Paul Jones ?

The general announced the object of the meeting, as given 
in the Journat of August 9, and further stated that his 
experience with the National Guard of the State had shown 
him, that while much attention was given to the drill and 
use of arms in the other branches of the service, the artillery 
had been almost entirely neglected. There was no uniformity 
in tactics, and he doubted if there was much practical 
knowledge of the manner of handling artillery, among the 
commands, The twelve batteries. scattered throughout the 
State compose a regiment of artillery, and a detail from each 
in a camp, for a short time each year, would be enabled to 
instruct the entire regiment in artillery practice and discipline. 
He proposed that the men composing the detail should be 
made thoroughly conversant with every feature of artillery 
practice. He further stated that the idea was merely experi- 
mental, and that while he trusted that his views would be 
received and acted upon by the commandants, yet he wished 
to impress on them that the duty was to all voluntary, and 
that if there was any doubt that a sufficient number or detail 
could be secured to make the school a complete success, he 
would much prefer that the officers should then and there 
speak out their views. It was better that the camp or school 
should not be undertaken at present than that once arranged 
it should be a failure for want of a proper attendance. The 
views of the general were received with much enthusiam, one 
and all promising to go into the subject, and aid in increasing 
the effectiveness of the artillery of. the State and promoti 
the plan of Gen. Woodward. The general then announce 
that he would leave the subject in the hands of the battery 
commanders, they to make the ~— details and arrange 
among themselves where the camp should be situated. He, 
however, reserved the right to detail the commandant of the 
camp and the necessary instructors. The plan will mo doubt 
be fully perfected and the school opened during the closing 
weeks of September next, and if taken hold of in the right 
spirit will add greatly to the prestige of the National Guard 
State of New York. Thenon-com. officers and§men are to be 
allowed State pay and rations, while commissioned officers 
may either mess in camp or draw pay and subsist themselves. 
The camp will be a cadet school, the men not being called 
on to perform any of the drudgeries of field service. 


TutRTy-SECOND New York.— One hundred and eighty-two 
officers and men of this command, under Lieut.-Col. Louis

A QUESTION TO BE SETTLED.—As there seems to be a t 
difference of opinion and want of uniformity, particularly 
among National Guard officers, as to the proper manner 
of wearing the Dag n regulation sword when sheathed, I 
would respectfully request that you obtain Gen. Upton’s 
decision upon the question herein involved. Relying upon 
my own judgment and upon information obtained from 
ofticers of the U. 8. Army, I cannot arrive at any other con- 
clusion than that section 763, Upton’s Tactics, was written 
prior to the adoption of the present style (straight) sword, 
and that it has not been amended to meet the requirements 
of the new arm. The scabbard of the straight sword in 
addition to the rings intended for the fastenings of the belt 
slings, an upper or front ring, supposed by me to be intended 
for the hooking up of the sword; while one side of the 
flanged guard of the sword is hinged, which in my t 
is intended to be worn next to the hip when sh thus 
bringing the guard to the front instead of the rear as pro- 
vided for in the we ph above referred to. 

I will also say that I have been informed by most excellent 
authority that where the straight sword is worn in European 
armies it is hooked up and worn with the guard to the front.

The expense has of course 
but uniforms wold pm or several years and no 
similar outlay will be req for a considerable time. 

It has been a source of much regret to the military de- 
partment that during the past twelve months the numerous 
requests for authority to raise new companies could not be 

ted, the force now enlisted being the maximum allowed. 
There was room, however, for the new infantry organizations 
at Keene, Nashua and Hillsboro’. 

The condition of some of the documents on file in the office 
of the Adjutant-General, particularly those relating to the 
late war, which are by reason of frequent handling in making 
up records for pensions and other purposes becoming quite 

apidated red in many instances hardly legible, so that 
some papers which are of the utmost importance not only to 
the living but to the patriot dead, and which soon it will be 
impossible to replace, will be practically lost. It is recom- 
mended that authority be given by the State for the neces- 
sary expense to cover the cost of copying these documents in 
the most durable manner. It is also urged that through the 
State Senators and Representatives in Congress an effort be 
made to recover from the War Department in Washington 
the records of the war of 1812, now deposited there, but 
which are clearly the property of the State of New Hamp- 
shire and of much more oa sme to us than to them, and 
to which it is nearly impossible for even the accredited agents 
of our State to obtain access. 

The troops are now better clothed than at any former 
time. The infantry are nearly all armed with the a 
rifle musket, two companies of each regiment only having 
breech-loaders, but as the annual allowance from the War 
Department at Washington is equal to about the cost of one 
hundred breech-loaders, which can be drawn, it has not been 
deemed advisable to purchase, but to take our proportion in 
these. The disbanding of one platoon of artillery will allow 
the supplying of some deliciencies in the remaining organi- 
zations in that arm of the service, and ibly leave some 
material that may turned in to the United States War De- 
partment, and for which the State may draw supplies in 
return. The growing importance of the militia and the 
increased amount and value of material owned by the State 
are such as to make the need of a permanent fire proof 
building in Concord more pressing than before. 

The whole number of men reported by the town clerks as 
subject to military duty is 43,970, which, with the active 
militia, makes the whole force of the State 45,920 men.

No ammunition will be issued by the State of New York for 
the division or other matches on the range or except as 
included in the annual allowance to the regiment, 40 rounds 
per man. The use of any ammunition in State matches is 
authorized. 

— Gatuiine Battery E (Washington Greys), Capt. L. T.

L. I. Sound, on Thursday, August 21. 

-- THE military property of the State in the possession of 
the 7th New York will be inspected on the 4th day of Septem- 
ber.

Private, Kingston, N. Y., writes: Suppose a member of 
the National Guard was ordered out for class practice in 
1878 and qualified in the third and second classes and in 
shooting for the Marksman’s Badge failed to make the re- 
quired 25 points, and in 1879 they were ordered out again for 
class practice, is he supposed to shoot the third and second 
classes over again, or does he stand on last year’s score and 
only shoot in the first class (200 and 500 yards)?

The classes third to marksman are shot through each year ; 
a privilege, however, is extended to marksmen and members 
of fist class in allowing them a first day in which to compete 
for the new badge. ll failing on that day must shoot 
through the classes.

Fort Asstnninoine.—The Weekly Independent, of 
Helena, Montana Territory, Aug. 7th, says: ‘‘ Colonel 
Wheeler, just arrived from Fort Assinniboine, reports 
that point like a beehive, and work on the new post 
progressing rapidly.

On the upper waters of the Rio Grande, a small 
body of friendly i seem to have taken to this 
species of occupation, in order to vary the monotony o' 
reservation life.

Instructions have 
been sent to the department commander in Texas to 
send a party to the reservation, investigate the affair 
fully, and arrest the leaders for punishment, or to seize 
the property captured for return to its owners on the 
Mexican side. It was remarked by the Secretary of 
War that the situation of affairs on the frontiers of 
Mexico is now more satisfactory than has been known 
for almost half a century; that during the period ante- 
dating the acquisition of Texas, murder, pillage, and 
general disorder reigned supreme throughout the entire 
length of the boundary; that since the Mexican War 
and the accession of Texas, the same disturbances have 
taken place and have continued until the promulgation 
of the famous order of June 4, 1877, to the commanding 
officer in Texas about pursuing the raiders into Mexico. 
Sinee then there has been peace. Senator Maxey, ina 
recent letter to the Secretary of War, complimented the 
administration upon the success of its solution of the 
Mexican question, and said that at no time in his long 
residence in Texas were the citizens of that State so 
secure in person and property. The present conduct of 
the Indians in America, it is stated, will be instant] 
dealt with, and such punishment will be applied as wi 
stop trouble in that quarter in the future.”

ENGLAND educates her artillery and neer officers 
at Woolwich, nine miles east southeast of ion. The 
cost for a civilian’s son at Woolwich is altogether about 
$1,000 a year, for the son of an officer much less, and 
for the son of one killed in action the charge is little 
more than nominal. Cavalry and infantry officers of 
the line receive their education at Sandhurst, which 
stands on a heath in Surrey, about 20 miles from London. 


Tue local press at Pietermaritzburg has brought out a 
strange work—the first Caffre army list. It is entitled 
‘The Zulu Army,” and professes to give a list of each 
regiment, or impi, with the uniform (without the uni- 
form?), strength, etc., corrected to date, and giving 
their stations and a record of services. 


Tue London Standard states that Sir William Arm- 
strong’s firm is engaged in the manufacture of a new 
machine gun, which will be submitted to the Committee 
now appointed to inquire into the best form of machine 
gun for adoption in the services, and that the War Office 
has lately given large orders for the supply of Norden- 
felt guns, a sum of at least £20,000 being appropriated 
for the purchase of weapons of this class. Those now 
being delivered will be supplied to the navy, to be used 
as a defence against torpedo boats. The Committee 
consists of Captain Colomb, R. N., president; Colonel 
Harris, R. A.; Lieutenant-Colonel Maitland, R. A. ; 
Major K. Harman, R. A.; Commander Custance, R. N.; 
Lieutenant Lewis, R. E.; and Captain Bainbridge, R. A., 
secretary. 

Ir would appear that the German government are be- 
coming awake to the disadvantages of building only 
iron-clads, for it has so far altered its dispositions as to 
substitute six vessels of small size for the large iron-clads, 
which were to have been taken in hand this year. The 
vessels to be taken in hand are four flush-deck corvettes 
and two armored gun-boats. 

Cnas. A. Hartiey, ‘‘ Member of Captain Eads’ Ad- 
visery Board of 1875, under the Presidency of General 
J. G. Barnard, U. 8S. Army Engineers,” in a letter to 
Engineering says of Mr. Eads’ work that ‘thanks to 
his skill, pluek, and indomitable perseverance in the 
face of extraordinary financial, engineering, and climatic 
difficulties, and to the devotion of his able staff of assist- 
ants, the improvements of the South Pass of the Missis- 
sippi is now virtually accomplished.”

In a trial of the new English 13-pounder muzzle-load- 
ing rifle field gun, a dummy gun carriage 18 or 20 feet 
long was at 5,000 yards range (nearly three miles) struck 
every time, the shell always dropping within 20 feet in 
front or in rear of the object aimed at. At 600 yards 
the target was struck 35 times out of 40. The gun is 
rifled in ten very shallow grooves, 0.5 in. wide by 0.5 in. 
deep, the twist being an increasing spiral, rising from 0 
at the breech to one turn in thirty calibres at the muzzle. 
The surface of the shot is smooth, a gas check of soft 
copper taking the grooves. 

Tue German cavalry are shortly to be armed with 
revolvers in place of the pistols now in use. 


burg with cartridges of gun-cotton compressed irito a 
firm mass and perfectly free from danger. The new 
cartridge is enclosed in a es case, provided with 
an opening for the reception of the capsule, which is 
exploded 5 a blow or by means of electricity. The 
explosion of. the capsule effects the burning of the gun- 
cotton. While dynamite freezes at a temperature of 8 
degrees, and is liable to self-ignition at high tempera- 
tures, the cartridge of compressed gun-cotton is said not 
to be affected by any temperature up to 120 degrees of 
heat and 10 degrees of cold. Moreover, on a weight of 
five kilogrammes being dropped a height of five metres 
upon such a cartridge, another being fired at from a rifle, 
the cartridges ignited, and burned without exploding. 

In the Civil and Military Gazette of India, under the 
heading of ‘‘ Notes from a Military Club, London, May 
23, 1879,” this appears: ‘An officer of my acquaint- 
ance, who had many times been denied an appointment 
by the Horse Nome & on the plea that his turn had not 
arrived, was advised lately to call on a certain Mr. ——, 
and after making known his wants, to place a blank 
cheque on the table before leaving the room. This he 
did, and within a month he received the offer of em- 
ployment, which he of course accepted.” 

A CORRESPONDENT of the English United Service Ga- 
zette asks: ‘‘If the Palliser guns are proved to be so 
highly efficient as they evidently are in the American 
Navy, why should they not prove equally so in the 
English navy ? The 7yenton flagship of the American 
admiral lately at Southampton is armed with eleven 
8 inch 7} tons Palliser rifle guns, throwing a shot of 
180 Ibs., with a charge of 35 lbs. of powder, and they 
have given the most perfect satisfaction. Why then not 
try the Palliser gun on board our own ships? Does any 
back-door influence stop way 7?” 

Ineorsrapt is being transformed into a fortified camp 
for closing the valley of the Danube and securing the 
passage of the river. It will form one of the strongest 
fortresses of the German empire. 

Tne number of ships in the German navy is over 70; 
some are vessels of 6,000 tons burthen, and the total 
tonnage is nearly 100,000 tons. These vessels have an 
aggregate of 120,000 horse power, and are armed with 
upwards of 400 guns. The naval expenditure of Ger- 
many for 1878-9 amounts to $14,500,000. 

Rvssta has already lost forty persons from torpedo 
explosions during the current twelvemonth. At Nicoa- 
lieff, a barge with torpedoes exploded, killing eighteen 
persons, and the recent explosion at Cronstadt rendered 
sixteen hors de combat. 


Russta has under consideration a new project for the 
construction of a system of canals connecting the Cas- 
pian Sea with the Black Sea. 

Tue gun exploded on board the German gun-boat 
Renown, stationed at Wilhelmshaven, killing three per- 
sons and wounding fourtecn, was a 24-centimetre can- 
non, of Krupp make. After several hundred shots had 
been fired it burst in two fairly in the middle—one part 
falling forward, the other backward. 

So far as home administration is concerned, the Zulu 
campaign has been a model one. The war may have 
been unnecessary, and its cost heavy, but it has at least 
been the means of putting our military system to a 
practical test, with no unsatisfactory result.—Broad 
Arrow. 

ApmiraL ARKAs reports that the Popoffka, Vice-Ad- 
miral Popoff, in her recent cruise round the Caucasian

‘Ir is proposed that the English officers undergoing a 
course of instruction on board the Vernon, at 
Portsmouth, shall also be required to familiarize them- 
selves with the practical application of electricity to the 
art of war. 

An iron floating dock is being constructed at Dantzic, 
which will hold the largest vessels of the German navy, 
and is to be completed in the course of next year. 

Tne Russian government has voted 60,000 roubles to- 
wards the deportation of Cossacks from Orenburg to the 
maritime province of the Pacific, to constitute military 
settlements along the river Ousoura, so as to protect the 
district from the raids of Chinese nomads. 

Carr. Epw. Patiiser writes to the Army and Navy 
Gazette: ‘*‘ My experience of the great competitive gun- 
trials in America lead me to the conclusion that guns 
lined with coiled wrought-iron barrels, properly made 
and put loose into the casings, so that the latter are in a 
state of repose, will defeat steel-lined guns of the present 
faulty mode of construction, either German or English, 
in a heavy competition.” 

Cnroera is reported to be raging among the British 
troops returning from Afghanistan. 

Broad Arrow reports that Sir Joseph Whitworth is 
making steel of such hardness as to break everything 
which strikes it without itself suffering seriously in so 
doing. Most remarkable results have so far been at- 
tained with this material, it says, and if Sir Joseph’s 
expectations are realized, the Spezia results will be com- 
pletely reversed.
